RULES 

New Delhi, the 21st February 1970 
No E.I./23/1/69-70 /DIT. — The following rules are 
hereby made to regulate the method of direct recruit- 
ment of Inspectors in the Income-tax Department : — 

Part 1 — General 

1. These rules relate to the Competitive Examina- 
tion for the direct recruitment of Inspectors which 
will be held by the Directorate of Inspection (Income- 
tax), New Delhi in May, 1970. 

2. For the purpose of these rules : — 

(a) '•Director” means Director of Inspection 
(Income-tax & Audit). 

(b) “Commissioner” means Commissioner of 
Income-tax. 

(c) "Inspector” means Inspector of Income-tax, 

(d) "Ex-serviceman” means a person who has 
served in any rank (whether as a Combatant 
or not) in the Armed Forces of the Union for 
a continuous minimum period of six months 
and who has been released otherwise than by 
way of dismissal or discharge on account of 
misconduct or inefficiency. 

Explanation : For the purpose of this 
clause “Armed Forces of the Union” shall 
include the Armed Forces of the former 
Indian States but shall not include memb- 
ers of the following Forces, namely : — 

(i) Assam Rifles; 

(ii) Lok Sahayak Sena; and 

(iii) General Reserve Engineer Force. 

Part II — Persons eligible to apply. 

3. A candidate must be either : — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal, or 

(d) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(e) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India 
before the 1st January, 1962, with the inten- 
tion of permanently settling in India, or 

(f) a person of Indian origin who has migrated 
from Pakistan, Burma, Ceylon or any of the 
East African countries of Kenya, Uganda and 
the United Republic of Tanzania (formerly 
Tanganyika and Zanzibar) with the intention 
of permanently settling in India, 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories 
(c), (d), (e) and (f) above shall be a person in 
whose favour a certificate of eligibility has been 
given by the Government of India, and if he be- 
longs to category (f) the certificate of eligibility 
will be issued for a period of one year after which 
such a candidate will be retained in service sub- 
ject to his having acquired Indian citizenship. 

Certificate of eligibility will not, however, be neces- 
sary in the case of candidates belonging to any one of 
the following categories : — 

(i) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan 
before the nineteenth day of July 1948 and 
have ordinarily been residing in India since 
then. 

(ii) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan 
on or after the nineteenth day of July, 1948 
and have got themselves registered as citizens 
under Article 6 of the Constitution. 


(iii) Non-citizens in category (f) above who enter- 
ed service under the Government of India 
before the commencement of the Constitution 
viz., 26th January, 1950, and who have conti- 
nued in such service since then. Any such 
person who re-entered or may re-enter such 
service with a break after the 26th January, 
1950, will, however, require certificate of eligi- 
bility in the usual way. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligi- 
bility is necessary may be admitted to the exami- 
nation and he may also provisionally be appointed 
subject to the necessary certificate being given to 
him by the Government. 

4. (a) No male candidate who has more than one 
wife living or who, having a spouse living, marries in 
any case m which such marriage is void by reason of 
its taking place during the life time of such spouse, 
shall be eligible for appointment on the result of this 
examination unless the Government of India, after 
being satisfied that there are special grounds for doing 
so, exempt him from the operation of this rule. 

(b) No female candidate whose marriage is void by 
reason of the husband having a wife living at the 
time of such marriage or who has married a person 
who has a wife living at the time of such marriage 
shall be eligible for appointment on the result of this 
examination unless the Government of India, after 
being satisfied that there are special grounds for do- 
ing so, exempt her from the operation of this rule. 

Part III — Educational qualifications 

5. The minimum academic qualification is a Degree 
of a recognised University. Candidates who appear 
for the degree examination in April/May, 1970, would 
also be eligible to appear m this exammution on the 
strength of a certificate from the Principal of the 
College/ Registrar of the University. Such candi- 
dates will be admitted to the examination, if other- 
wise eligible, but the admission would be deemed to 
be provisional and subject to cancellation if they do 
not produce proof of having passed the examination, 
as soon as possible, and in any case not later than 
two months after the commencement of his examina- 
tion. 

Part IV~Age. 

6. The candidate must have attained the age of 
19 years and must not have attained the age of 23 
years on the 1st January, 1970. 

Note 1: The upper age limit prescribed above will 
be relaxable ; — 

(i) up to a maximum of five years if a candi- 
date belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a 
Scheduled Tribe; 

(ii) up to a maximum of three years if a candi- 
date is a bona fide displaced person from 
East Pakistan and has migrated to India 
on or after 1st January, 1964; 

(iii) up to a maximum of eight years if a candi- 
date belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a 
Scheduled Tribe and is also a bona fide 
displaced person from East Pakistan and 
has migrated to India on or after 1st Janu- 
ary, 1964; 

(iv) up to a maximum of three years if a 
candidate is a resident of the Union Terri- 
tory of Pondicherry and has received 
education through the medium of French 
at some stage; 

tv) up to a maximum of three years if a candi- 
date is a bona fide repatriate of Indian 
origin from Ceylon and has migrated to 
India on or after 1st November, 1964 under 
the Indo-Ceylon Agreement of October, 
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allowed to deduct the period of their pre- 
vious service rendered from their actual 
age and if the resultant age does not ex- 
ceed' the prescribed maximum age limit 
by more than 3 years they are deemed to 
satisfy the age condition provided : — 


(vi) up to a maximum of eight years if a 
candidate belongs to a Scheduled Caste or 
a Scheduled Tribe and is also a bona fide 
repatriate of Indian origin from Ceylon and 
has migrated to India on or alter ist Nov- 
ember, 1964, under the Indo-Ceylon Agree- 
ment of October, 1964; 

(vii) up to a maximum of three years if a candi- 
date is a resident of the Union Territory 
of Goa, Daman and Diu; 

(viii) up to a maximum of three years if a 
candidate is of Indian origin and has 
migrated from Kenya, Uganda or the Unit- 
ed Republic of Tanzania (formerly Tangan- 
yika and Zanzibar); 

(ix) up to a maximum of three years if a 
candidate is a bona fide repatriate of Indian 
origin from Burma and has migrated to 
India on or after 1st June, 1963; 

(x) up to a maximum of eight years if a 
candidate belongs to a Scheduled Caste or 
a Scheduled Tribe and is also a bona fide 
repatriate of Indian origin from Burma and 
has migrated to India on or after 1st June, 
1963; 

(xi) up to a maximum of four years if a 
candidate is a resident of the Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands; 

(xii) up to a maximum of live years if a 
candidate is a buna fide displaced Gold- 
smith. 

(xm) up to the age of 35 years on the 1st 
January, 1970 in the case of Government ser- 
vants of the States which are participating in 
the Scheme of recruitment to non-gazetted 
posts under the Central Government de- 
partments by transfer of selected personnel 
from the appropriate services of the State 
Governments. Candidates who are eligible 
to apply under this scheme, should apply 
through the prescribed departments of the 
State Governments who have beeen appoint- 
ed as Centralised Agency for each State 
Government. 

(xiv) up to the age of 35 years (40 years in the 
case of Scheduled Caste/Scheduled Tribe 
candidates) on the 1st January, 1970 in the 
case of departmental candidates who have 
put in at least two years continuous service 
m the Income-tax Department. This con- 
cession will be admissible also to the follow-
